Asphyxiation— Patrolman to 


the Rescue. 


W hat m ight have proved a serious 


m ishap occurred about 9 o'clock Tues­ 


day evening a t the offices of Taylor 


& H arris on the second floor of the 


Ohio M utual building, when a large 


quantity of artificial gas escaped into 
the rooms before th e gas eould be 
turned off. 
George S. Walton, who 
was in the offices at the time, and had 
already lighted two of the gas jets, 
atem pted to light 
the 
gas on the 
chandelier in the rear office of the 
suite. 
In so doing he lost his balance 
and, clutching at the chandelier pulled 
it to the floor with a crash. A quantity 
of gas a t once commenced to pour out 
into the room from the joint at the 
ceiling. 
Mr. W alton attem pted to stop 
the 
leak, but was unsuccessful, and finally 
acceded to 
the 
entreaties 
of his 
friends to come out of the room be­ 
fore he should be asphyxiated. In the 
m eantim e word was sent to the own­ 
ers of the building and to Patrolm an 
Irey. 
The hitter cam e to the offices, 
shut off the lights and opened all the 
windows, so that the gas could es­ 
cape into the open air and prevent an 
explosion. 
The gas m eter for th e offices is loca­ 
ted in the William Kelly barber shop, 
in the basem ent of th e building, and 
Mr. Kelly was summoned to open up 
his shop. 
On his arrival Officer Calla- 
dine turned off the gas in the Taylor 


& H arris offices.

Tuesday night was the first meeting 
of council since the special election 
at which tiie proposed increase in tax 
levy, putting the burden of increase 
on the city at large, was voted down. 
Before this meeting, and before tin- 
body had before it for consideration 
President Dow’s amended schedule of 
rates, lie had absolutely cut off 
the
